Mr.  Chairman,  Ladies  and  Gentlemen, 

I have  the  hono\ir  to  present  my  Annual  Report  to  you  for 
the  year  19550 

The  general  health  of  the  district  continued  to  be 
satisfactory.  As  foreshadowed  in  my  Report  for  1954  it  was 
anticipated  that  1955  would  see  a large  outbreak  of  Measles  and  this, 
in  fact,  proved  to  be  the  case.  The  total  number  of  cases  of  Measles 
notified  was  six  hundred  and  sixty  nine  compared  with  only  fifteen  in 
1954>  but  it  was  slightly  less  than  the  total  of  six  hundred  and  ninety 
foxir  notified  in  1953  • 

Whooping  Cough  shows  a very  considerable  decline,  fifty  two 
cases  as  against  one  himdred  and  thirty  five.  One  cannot  say,  as  yet, 
however,  whether  this  is  due  to  the  normal  cycle  of  incidence  of  this 
disease  or  to  the  growing  percentage  of  innoculated  subjects  in  the 
child  population  who  are  susceptible  to  this  disease. 

Only  isolated  cases  of  Pood  Poisoning  and  Dysentery  occurred, 
and  there  was  only  one  case  of  Poliomyelitis. 

One  noteworthy  feature  is  the  continuing  decline  in  cases  of 
Scarlet  Fever.  Only  two  cases  occurred  during  the  year.  For  several 
years  now  the  numbers  notified  have  been  very  small  indeed  compared  with 
the  years  between  the  wars. 

I wish  to  thank  the  Chief  Sanitary  Inspector,  the  Sanitary 
Inspectors,  the  Chief  Clerk  and  the  staff  of  the  Department,  for  their 
good  work  and  most  willing  help  throughout  the  year.

The  niamber  of  new  cases  notified  or  transferred  into  the 
district  during  the  year  was  sixteen,  ten  male  and  six  female  cases. 
Five  cases  were  removed  from  the  register  and  the  total  number 
remaining  at  the  end  of  the  year  was  one  hundred  and  seventy  nine. 

This  figure  comprised  one  hundred  and  fifty  five  cases  of  Pulmonary 
Tuberculosis  (ninety  eight  male  and  fifty  seven  female)  and  twenty 
four  cases  of  Non-Piilmonary  TuberOxilosis  (thirteen  male  and  eleven 
female) . 

A Tuberculosis  Clinic  is  held  at  Aldershot  and  details  of  this 
are  given  in  the  section  dealixig  with  the  provision  of  Health  Services. 

Diphtheria  Immunisation. 

On  the  1st  May,  1955 > 'tli®  use  of  a vaccine  which  gave 
protection  against  both  Diphtheria  and  THiooping  Cough  was  introduced.

To  the  Chairman  and  Members  of  the 
Farnhorough  Urban  District  Council. 

Mr.  Chairman,  Ladies  and  .Gentlemen, 

I have  pleasure  in  submitting  to  you  my  Annual  Report 
for  1955  and  my  sixteenth  as  your  Chief  Sanitary  Inspector. 

I regret  the  delay  in  the  issue  of  the  report,  the 
reason  being  the  serious  staff  shortage  in  the  Department. 

One  of  the  principal  duties  during  the  year  was  the 
preparation  of  the  programme  of  unfit  houses  required  by  the  Housing, 
Repairs  and  Rents  Act  1954*  The  programme  was  approved  by  the  Council 
and  forwarded  to  the  Ministry  of  Housing  and  Local  Government. 

It  was  a year  of  rising  costs  in  the  public  cleansing 
service  countered  in  some  measure  by  a further  increase  in  income 
from  the  sale  of  salvage.  We  were  able  to  maintain  a regular 
weekly  collection  of  household  refuse. 

We  continued  our  efforts  to  improve  conditions  in  oiir 
food  premises  and  inspected  all  the  animals  killed  in  our  two 
slaughterhouse  s . 

I again  express  my  appreciation  to  the  Chairman  and 
members  of  the  Health  Committee  and  to  the  Medical  Officer  of  Health, 
Dr.  W.  Walmsley,  for  their  continued  interest  and  support,  and  to 
the  staff  and  workpeople  for  their  loyal  and  efficient  service.

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SECTION  C 

SANITARY  CIRCUMSTANCES  OF  THE  AREA* 

1.  WATER. 

Water  is  supplied  for  the  whole  of  the  Urban  Distriot 
by  the  Mid-Wessex  Water  Company* 

Close  liaison  is  maintained  between  the  officers  of 
the  Water  Company  and  the  Public  Health  Department. 

Formerly  many  houses  in  Famborough  obtained  their 
domestic  water  supply  from  shallow  v/ells*  In  the  whole  of  tne 
Urban  District  as  extended  in  1953 > only  five  houses  are  now 
without  piped  water  supply,  foxir  of  these  being  situated  in  the 
added  area. 

Sources  of  Supply. 

The  supply  is  obtained  from  Pumping  Stations  at 
Frimley,  Itchel,  Greywell,  Lasham  and  Beenham’s  Heath  neai*  Wokingham* 

The  Frimley  water  is  collected  from  springs  in  the 
Bagshot  sands,  and  at  Itchel,  Greywell,  Lasham  and  Beenham’s  Heath 
it  is  pumped  from  deep  wells  in  chalk. 

Treatment . 

The  Frimley  water  has  a total  hardness  of  5 "5  grains 
per  gallon  and  is  subjected  to  treatment  by  aeration  sedimentation 
and  filtration  before  being  pumped  into  supply. 

The  water  from  the  various  chalk  wells  serving  the  area 
varies  in  hardness  from  16. 5 to  21  grains/gallon  and  softening  by 
the  lime  process  is  normally  carried  out  in  order  to  reduce  the 
hardness  to  the  statutory  limit  of  12  grains/gallon.  The  water 
from  the  Itchel  wells  has  not  been  softened  d\iring  the  year  by 
virtue  of  a temporary  relaxation  order,  made  by  the  Minister  of 
Housing  and  Local  Government  as  a result  of  his  inability  to 
authorise  the  reconstruction  of  the  old  and  inadequate  softening 
plant  which  had  to  be  taken  out  of  service* 

The  water  from  all  sources  is  practically  sterile  in 
the  raw  state,  before  treatment,  but  is  given  a precautionary  dose 
of  chlorine  during  the  normal  process  of  treatment,  in  conformity 
with  modern  waterworks  practice. 

Purity  of  Supply. 

Samples  of  water  are  taken  regularly  and  frequently  by 
the  Company  before  and  after  treatment  at  the  works  and  in  supply* 
They  are  examined  chemically  and  bacteriologically  by  the  Company’ s 
resident  Chemists  and  Bacteriologists  and,  in  addition,  samples  are 
submitted  to  the  Comities  Public  Health  Laboratory  for  Independent 
examination  and  report  at  regular  intei'vals. 

The  reports  during  the  past  year  on  all  treated  waters 
waters  have  shown  a consistently  high  standard  of  organic  and 
bacterial  purity. 

Conditions  of  Supply  Generally. 

The  supply  of  all  premises  connected  within  the  Urban 
District  is  constant,  and  laid  on  directly  from  the  main  to  the 
house  taps.  Outside  standpipes  are  mainly  used  for  such  purposes 
as  gardens  or  car  washing.  Their  use  for  domestic  purposes  is 
discouraged  and  only  in  exceptional  circumstances  allowed. 
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The  consumption  of  water  during  1955  was  the  highest  on 
record,  hut  adequate  supplies  v;ere  at  all  times  available  for  all 
purposes  without  restriction. 

With  a few  exceptions  all  houses  in  the  district  are 
provided  with  a piped  supply  from  the  mains. 

I am  obliged  to  the  Chief  Engineer  of  the  Mid-Wessex 
Water  Company  for  information  supplied  for  this  section  of  the  report. 

2.  DRAINAGE  AHD  SEWERAGE. 

There  are  two  Sewage  Disposal  Works  in  the  district,  one 
situated  in  South  Farnborough  and  the  other  at  Cove. 

The  Council  has  decided  to  enlarge  the  Cove  Sewage  Works 
and  abandon  the  Sycamore  Road  V/orks.  It  is  proposed  to  carry  out 
limited  improvements  at  Cove  V/orks  during  this  financial  year  out 
of  revenue,  as  it  is  tmlikely  that  a loan  will  be  obtainable  at 
the  present  time. 

A scheme  for  the  foul  sev/erage  of  the  Hawley  added  area 
has  been  submitted  to  the  Ministry  of  Housing  and  Local  Government 
for  loan  approval. 

With  the  exception  of  the  Council' s housing  estates, 
there  is  no  foul  sewerage  system  in  the  added  area  of  Hawley.  All 
the  existing  houses  are  provided  with  either  septic  tanks  or 
cesspools  or  they  are  without  any  form  of  satisfactory  drainage. 

The  Covincil  have,  in  certain  cases  where  practicable,  permitted 
owners  of  property  in  this  area  to  connect  into  the  sewers  sei*ving 
our  housing  estates.  By  means  of  frequent  emptying  of  the  cesspools 
by  the  Council  and  constant  supervision,  every  effort  is  being  made 
to  prevent  fouling  of  ditches  and  water  courses  until  such  time  as 
the  area  is  sewered.  Apart  from  this  unsewered  part  of  the  area, 
only  forty  three  properties  are  not  connected  to  the  sewage  system. 
These  are  outside  the  statutory  distance  or  the  levels  do  not 
permit  them  to  be  connected  to  the  main  sewer. 

The  supervision  of  drainage  work  at  new  bviildings  is 
carried  out  by  the  Engineer  and  Surveyor  and  all  new  and 
reconstruction  work  at  existing  buildings  by  yo\ir  Chief  Sanitary 
Inspector.  New  drains  constructed  are  subjected  to  a water  or 
smoke  test  before  they  are  approved.  This  work  again  increased 
considerably  during  the  year  and,  notwithstanding  the  high  cost  of 
building  work,  improvements  and  additions  involving  the  provision 
of  bathrooms,  additional  water  closets  and  improved  kitchen  arrange- 
ments were  extensively  carried  out.  Much  of  this  work  was  carried 
out  through  the  medium  of  improvement  grants  made  under  the  Housing, 
repairs  and  Rents  Act  1954* 

The  following  table  gives  details  of  the  properties 
which  are  not  connected  to  the  main  sewerage  system  and  the  type  of 
sanitary  accommodation  provided :-

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3.  RIVERS  mu  STREAMS. 

The  effluent  from  the  Disposal  Works  in  the  South  Ward 
discharges  into  the  River  Blackwater,  which  is  a tributary  of  the 
River  Thames,  whilst  that  from  the  Disposal  Works  in  the  West  Ward 
discharges  into  the  Cove  Brook,  which  is  a tributary  of  the  River 
Blackwater.  These  streams  are  \mder  the  control  of  the  Thames 
Conservancy  Board  for  the  prevention  of  pollution. 

The  water  course  which  runs  from  the  rear  of  the 
Rex  Cinema  to  a junction  with  the  Cove  Brook  in  Hazel  Avenue  and 
which  I reported  as  being  cleaned,  levelled  and  re-aligned  in  my 
report  for  1954  is  already  beginning  to  show  signs  of  silting  up 
again  and  further  attention  will  be  required  if  the  previous 
unsatisfactory  state  of  affairs  is  not  to  recur.  This  stream  has 
been  taken  over  by  the  Thames  Conservency. 

4.  CLOSET  ACCOMMODATION. 

The  details  included  in  the  "Drainage  and  Sewerage" 
section  of  my  Report  show  the  number  and  types  of  closet 
accommodation,  other  than  fresh  water  closets,  in  use  at  premises 
which  are  not  connected  to  the  Council's  sewers.  Pail  or  Elsan 
chemical  closets  in  use  at  moveable  dwellings  are  not  included  in 
this  table. 


Fresh  water  closets  are  in  general  use,  except  in  the 
West  Ward,  which  includes  the  unsewered  area. 

The  contents  of  the  pail  closets  are  emptied  twice 
weekly  or  on  request. 

5.  PUBLIC  COHVEHIENCES. 


Apart  from  the  ladies  conveniences  in  High  Street,  to 
which  reference  was  made  in  my  report  last  year,  the  standard  of 
our  public  conveniences  is  poor  and,  in  my  opinion, not  worthy  of  the 
district. 


No  new  conveniences  were  brought  into  use  in  1955 
the  High  Street  conveniences  already  referred  to  partly  remedied 
a serious  deficiency  in  the  North  Camp  area. 

6.  PUBLIC  CLEANSING  AND  SALVAGE. 


General . 

The  Chief  Sanitary  Inspector  is  responsible  to  the 
Health  Committee  for  the  administration  of  the  collection  and 
disposal  of  house  and  trade  refuse  and  the  collection  and  disposal 
of  salvage . 


No  changes  in  our  system  of  collection  and  disposal 
were  instituted  during  the  year. 

There  are  four  separate  collections  of  refuse  and 
salvage  made  throxighout  the  district  each  week,  i.e. 

(a)  Dustbin  refuse  collected  once  per  week. 

(b)  General  salvage  collected  once  per  week. 

(c)  Kitchen  waste  collected  twice  per  week. 
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Consideration  was  again  given  to  increasing  efficiency 
and  economy,  both  by  the  introduction  of  improved  plant  and  by  bonus 
schemes.  A system  of  bonus  payments  was  introduced  for  a trial 
period  in  respect  of  paper  sorted  and  graded  at  our  Salvage  Works 
but  it  was  not  a success. 

Towards  the  end  of  the  year  the  Co\mcil  authorised  the 
pxirchase  of  an  electrically  driven  waste  paper  sorting  screen  to 
speed  up  the  handling  of  this  material  and  the  machine  was  put  into 
operation  at  the  beginning  of  the  current  calendar  year. 

Refuse  Collection. 

A weekly  collection  of  house  and  trade  refuse  was 
maintained  throughout  the  year.  The  dustbins  are  carried  out  to 
the  vehicles  and  returned  to  the  premises  by  the  Council's  workmen. 

During  the  year  the  kerbside  collection  which  had  been 
operating  in  the  added  part  of  Hawley  was  discontinued  and  the  bins 
were  brought  out  and  returned  by  the  Council's  workmen  thus 
bringing  this  area  into  line  with  the  rest  of  the  district. 

The  carrying  out  of  dustbins  is  a considerable  under- 
taking on  oar  new  estates  where,  in  so  many  cases,  they  have  to  be 
carried  long  distances  and  often  through  outbuildings  which  is  often 
rendered  very  difficult  by  the  storage  of  prams,  bicycles  and  some- 
times even  motor-cycles  in  these  buildings. 

Refuse  Disposal. 

Controlled  Tipping  and  Land  Reclamation. 

All  refuse  from  the  Urban  District,  including  refuse 
from  military  premises  within  the  Urban  District  and  some  military 
refuse  from  outside,  is  dealt  with  at  the  controlled  tip  situated 
on  military  land  in  the  centre  of  Famborough.  At  this  site,  low- 
lying  water-logged  ground  is  being  reclaimed  by  raising  it  some 
eight  feet  with  a view  to  its  eventual  use  as  military  playing  fields 
or  for  some  other  purpose  not  yet  decided.  Between  four  and  five 
acres  have  alreaciy  been  raised  out  of  an  immediate  area  of  nine 
acres,  and  there  is  much  more  low-lying  land  adjacent  to  it  in  need 
of  reclamation  and  which  could  be  reclaimed  if  works  were  carried 
out  to  the  watercourses  and  ditches  in  the  area. 

We  are  fortunate  that  there  is  adequate  land  available 
in  Famborough,  which,  by  controlled  tipping,  can  be  changed  from 
useless  to  valuable  land.  Since  1935 > foxir  sites  have  been  treated 
in  this  way  and  are  used  for  agricultural  or  industrial  purposes. 

During  the  Winter,  while  the  ash  content  of  the  refuse 
was  high,  tipping  again  took  place  on  the  low-lying  ground  of 
King  George  V Playing  Fields  to  enable  the  playing  area  of  this 
park  to  be  extended.  This  work  was  finally  completed  during  the 
early  part  of  the  current  year. 

The  amount  of  refuse  received  at  the  tip  continued  to 
increase,  the  military  refuse  by  319i-.  9>972  loads  were  dealt 

with,  an  estimated  tonnage  ol  14,679»  details  of  which  are  given 
in  the  following  table.  We  have  no  means  of  regular  weighing  and 
all  weights  have  to  be  estimated. 

The  Angledozer  used  on  the  tip  was  of  great  assistance 
in  coping  with  the  increase  in  material  but  during  the  year  it  was 
necessary  to  send  this  machine  back  to  the  makers  for  overhaul. 

Whilst  our  machine  was  away,  refuse  was  dealt  with  by  a service 
machine  loaned  by  the  makers.

Salvage, 

Salvage,  particularly  waste  paper,  rags  and  metals, 
continued  to  be  in  demand  by  industry, 

A total  of  1,143  tons  of  salvaged  materials  was 
collected  and  sold  for  the  sum  of  £7,317*  It  is  equivalent  to 
approximately  3*05  cwts.,  an  income  of  19/9*1.  per  house  or 
premises  per  annum.  If  all  this  material  had  been  put  into  the 
dustbins  and  disposed  of  as  refuse,  not  only  would  this  large  svim 
of  money  have  been  lost,  but  the  cost  of  its  disposal  would  have 
been  very  considerable.

The  salvage  stewards  scheme  continued  in  ooeration 
during  the  year  and  our  seven  hundred  salvage  stewards 
performed  this  voluntary  work  satisfactorily. 

Seventy  two  tons  of  salvage  were  recovered  from  the 
controlled  tip  for  which  a bonus  of  Is,  Od,  per  cwt.  for  paper 
and  6d.  for  metals  waspaid  to  the  workmen. 

Waste  Paper, 


Our  waste  paper  collection  of  five  hundred  ard  sixty 
one  tons  was  again  a record,  being  four  tons  higher  than  the 
previous  year. 
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Plant  and  Equipment. 

As  mentioned  earlier,  the  Council  agreed  to  install  a 
waste  paper  sorting  screen  to  be  operated  in  conjunction  with  our 
two  electric  paper  baling  presses  and  this  machine  was  put  into 
operation  at  the  beginning  of  the  current  year.  Our  old  tin  baling 
press  is  still  in  use,  although  consideration  was  given  to  its 
replacement.  If  we  are  to  continue  salvaging  this  material  the 
provision  of  a modern  press  with  a greater  capacity  will  have  to  be 
given  further  consideration. 

The  mobile  elevator  gave  good  service  during  the  year 
and  was  of  great  assistance  in  reducing  the  labour  and  time  required 
in  loading  the  bales  on  the  lorxdes. 

The  Kitchen  Waste  Collection  Service . 


The  twice  weekly  collection  over  most  of  the  district 
and  a weekly  collection  on  one  of  our  more  outlying  estates 
continued  during  the  year. 

No  difficulty  was  found  in  disposing  of  the  material  we 
collected  which  amounted  to  four  hundred  and  thirty  tons  being  a 
drop  of  thirty  nine  tons  compared  with  the  previous  year, 

2,924  household  containers  are  on  issue  to  householders 
who  desire  them,  and  in  addition,  ninety  eight  kitchen  waste  bins 
are  in  use  at  shops,  cafes  and  canteens. 

The  efficiency  of  this  service  declined  owing  to  staff 
shortage.  We  were  not  able  to  maintain  the  necessary  contact 
between  the  department  and  the  public  so  necessary  to  the  full 
working  efficiency  of  a service  of  this  nature.

The  establishment  of  the  Public  Cleansing  and  Salvage 
Department  is  twenty  nine  workpeople  comprising  Foreman,  Assistant 
Foreman,  one  Driver/Meclianic,  six  Drivers  and  twenty  men,  women 
and  youths.  During  the  greater  part  of  the  year  we  never  attained 
our  full  establishment  of  employees  and  at  times  it  became  a matter 
for  grave  concern  as  to  whether  we  wovild  succeed  in  maintaining  oixr 
services.  Particiilar  difficulty  was  experienced  with  the  refuse 
teams  as  it  is  essential  that  men  engaged  on  this  work  should  be 
physically  fit,  but  our  labour  position  was  so  serious  that,  not  only 
were  the  teams  xmder  strength,  but  the  work  had  to  be  carried  out  by 
youths  or  men  whose  age  or  physical  incapacity  should  have  precluded 
their  employment  on  work  of  such  a heavy  nature.  However,  by 
working  overtime  and  using  our  physically  fit  manpower  to  the  best 
advantage  we  managed  to  avoid  a breakdown  in  the  service.  There  was 
a slight  but  definite  improvement  in  the  labo\ir  position  towards  the 
end  of  the  year. 

It  is  pleasing  to  record  a big  decrease  in  the  loss  of 
time  caused  by  sickness  over  1954j  one  hundred  and  twenty  five  days 
as  against  three  hundred  and  eighty  three  in  1954 •

We  endeavour  to  bring  in  each  vehicle  for  weekly  cleaning 
and  maintenance,  the  driver  being  responsible  for  his  own  vehicle. 
Repair  work  is  carried  out  by  the  Departmental  Mechanic. 

The  Health  Committee  gave  consideration  to  the  replace- 
ment of  one  of  our  older  vehicles  by  a new  refuse  collection  vehicle. 
After  full  discussion  of  the  various  points  involved  it  was  finally 
decided  by  the  Council  that  a new  Shelvoke  and  Drewry  Side  Loading 
Vehicle  fitted  with  a diesel  engine  should  be  ordered.  This  is 
our  first  vehicle  to  be  fitted  with  a diesel  engine,  and  if  the 
claims  of  the  makers  and  the  resTolts  obtained  by  other  authorities 
are  achieved,  it  should  result  in  a considerable  economy  in  running 
costs  both  for  fuel  and  maintenance. 

A new  trailer  was  also  purchased  during  the  year  for 
the  collection  of  salvage. 

Dxiring  the  year  the  new  garages  for  three  vehicles  at 
Prospect  Road  Depot  were  completed. 

Provision  of  Dustbins. 


Seventy  four  dustbins  of  British  Standard  Specification 
type  were  sold  by  the  Council  to  householders  and  owners  of  property 
in  the  district. 

One  hundred  and  fifty  two  informal  notices  requiring  the 
provision  of  a dustbin  were  served,  and  one  himdred  and  thirty  one 
were  complied  with. 

Three  Statutory  Notices  were  served  under  the  provision 
of  Section  75)  Public  Health  Act  1936,  and  all  were  complied  with. 

Trade  Refuse. 

ViHaere  there  is  living  accommodation  in  connection  with 
trade  premises,  one  bin  is  emptied  without  charge  and  no  charge  is 
made  for  the  collection  of  saleable  salvage.  All  other  trade 
refuse  is  charged  at  the  rate  of  sixpence  per  bin.  Sixty  one 
traders  are  paying  for  the  collection  of  trade  refuse  which  produced 
an  income  of  £153 • 
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The  Financial  Aspect  of  the 

Cleansing  Service. 

A copy  of  the  cost  statement  of  the  service  for  the 
year  1955/56  as  supplied  to  the  Ministry  of  Housing  and  Local 
Government  is  given  helow. 

This  service,  which  includes  the  emptying  of  dustbins 
and  kitchen  waste  bins,  collecting  and  disposing  of  salvage,  costs 
Farnborough  about  three  half-pence  per  head  of  the  population 
per  week.

8.  INSPECTION  OF  SHOPS. 

Following  upon  the  publication  of  the  population  census 
figures,  the  Council  were  asked  'ty  the  County  Council  if  we  wished 
to  undertake  the  administration  of  the  whole  of  the  Shops  Acts, 

The  Council  decided  to  accept  the  Couiity  Council's 
offer  to  continue  administering  the  provisions  relating  to  closing 
hours  while  your  Council  will  administer  the  provisions  relating 
to  health  and  welfare, 

9.  ATMOSPHERIC  POLLUTION. 

As  I forecast  in  my  last  Annual  Report  the  Government 
took  action  on  the  lines  recommended  in  the  Report  of  the  Beaver 
Committee  and  a "Clean  Air  Bill"  was  introduced  in  Parliament. 

It  is  hoped  that  real  progress  will  soon  he  made  in  cleaning  the 
atmosphere  of  our  land. 

Trouble  was  still  experienced  during  the  year  with 
smoke  caused  through  the  burning  of  drums  containing  synthetic 
bitumen  at  a drum  laundry  in  the  district. 

Complaints  were  also  received  in  respect  of  smoke 
from  a steam  grab  used  for  the  moving  of  fuel  at  a coal  dump  in 
the  district.  This  was  taken  up  with  the  Government  department 
concerned  and  attempts  were  made  by  the  fitting  of  a special  fire 
door  to  obviate  the  trouble.  This  did  not  prove  to  be  very 
successful  but  we  hope  the  nuisance  will  be  abated  by  the  replace- 
ment of  the  steam  grab  by  a diesel  operated  machine. 

The  steam  raising  plants  that  we  have  in  the  district 
are  kept  under  observation.  They  are  reasonably  efficient  and 
well  maintained. 

Householders  are  advised  to  install  modern  solid  fuel 
burning  appliances  which,  if  properly  used,  not  only  reduce  the 
amount  of  smoke  emitted,  but  are  much  more  economical  in  operation. 

The  Council  are  members  of  the  National  Smoke 
Abatement  Society. 

10.  SWIMMING  BATHS  AND  POOLS. 

There  is  a small  open-air  swimming  pool  and  a paddling 
pool  in  the  district,  owned  and  managed  by  the  Council.  The 
swimming  pool  is  provided  with  an  up-to-date  filtration  and 
chlorination  plant.  The  paddling  pool  is  emptied  and  refilled 
frequently  and  is  chlorinated  by  hand  dosing.  Sixteen  samples  of 
water  were  taken  and  submitted  from  these  pools  for  bacteriological 
examination.  The  results  of  the  samples  from  the  swimming  pool  were 
consistently  satisfactory  but  some  diffictilty  was  experienced  in 
maintaining  a reasonable  standard  of  cleanliness  in  the  paddling 
pool  at  Osborne  Road. 

There  is  also  a bathing  pool  at  a private  school  in 

the  area. 
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11.  RODENT  AND  HfSECT  CONTROL. 

One  man  is  employed  for  rodent  control  work,  and  he  also 
carried  out  insect  pest  control  work  in  conjunction  with  other 
members  of  the  Department, 

(a)  Rodent  Destruction. 

Details  of  the  work  carried  out  during  the  year  ended 
31st  March,  1956,  are  siimmarised  in  the  following  table

In  accordance  with  Ministry  policy,  as  much  time  as 
possible  is  given  to  rodent  survey  work  with  a view  to  covering 
all  the  premises  in  the  district. 

The  Council’s  properties,  including  the  sewage  works, 
salvage  works  and  refuse  tips,  were  kept  under  regular  supervision 
and  control.  One  major  infestation  occurred  at  Pinehurst  Tip. 

This  was  effectively  dealt  with. 

No  charges  are  made  for  work  carried  out  at  private 
dwellinghouses.  In  the  case  of  business  premises,  a charge  is 
based  on  the  actual  cost  of  the  work, 

^ arrangement  with  the  proprietors  of  many  of  the 
business  premises,  treatment  for  the  eradication  of  rodents  and 
other  pests  is  carried  out  at  their  premises,  covering  periods 
of  three,  six  or  twelve  months. 

Co-operation  is  maintained  with  the  Army  authorities, 
who  are  responsible  for  rodent  control  work  on  War  Department 
property. 


Rechargeable  rodent  and  other  pest  control  work 
produced  an  income  of  £154* 

One  rather  vinusual  incident  d\iring  the  year  took 
place  at  a local  bakery,  which  is  itself  ratproof . The  rats 
climbf»d  beneath  the  van,  up  into  the  engine,  and  ate  the 
insulation  from  the  electrical  circuit.  At  first  rats  were  not 
suspected  but  when  a second  failure  in  the  circuits  occtirred 
after  rewiring,  we  were  called  in  and  it  was  found  that  rats  were 
causing  the  trouble 

(i)  Prevention  of  Damage  by  Pests  Act,  1949 « 

No  formal  action  was  necessary  under  this  Act,  all 
work  being  done  by  informal  action, 

(ii)  Rodent  Treatment  of  the  Sewers. 

The  test  baiting  of  the  sewers  during  the  year  showed 
that,  with  the  exception  of  the  old  section  of  the  system  in 
South  Pamborough,  all  sections  were  clear  of  infestation.  This 
section  was  treated  twice  during  the  year. 
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(iii)  ITortL  Hants  Rodent  Control  Conanittee. 

Th©  Council  is  a constituent  member  of  the  above  Committee 
which  comprises  the  Boroiiighs  of  Aldershot  and  Basingstoke,  the 
Pamborough  and  Fleet  Urban  District  Councils  and  the  Alton,  Basing- 
stock  and  Hartley  Wintney  Rural  District  Councils.  The  representatives 
on  this  Committee  comprised  one  member  of  the  local  authority  together 
with  the  Chief  Sanitary  Inspector  of  the  district.  The  Ministry  of 
Agriculture,  Fisheries  and  Pood,  the  Aldershot  Military  District  and 
the  Hampshire  Agricultural  Executive  also  send  representatives. 

Meetings  of  the  Committee  are  held  quarterly  in  the 
different  districts  and  they  are  a useful  medium  for  discussing 
rodent  control  problems  and  ensuring  co-operation  between  the  local 
authorities  and  other  bodies  in  the  northern  area  of  th©  County. 

(^)  Insect  Pests. 

Work  ijuader  this  heading  continued  and  the  public  now 
call  on  the  Department  to  deal  with  pests  of  all  kinds.  This  help 
is  given  wherever  possible,  but  the  destruction  of  many  of  these 
pests  is  net  the  statutory  responsibility  of  the  local  authority, 
but  rather  a service  made  available  to  the  public  to  fill  a need. 

In  addition  to  the  destruction  of  rats  and  mice,  ninety 
six  visits  were  made  to  deal  with  the  following  pests 

Bed-bugs o Wasps.  Squirrels.  Mosquitoes. 

Pieaso  AntSo  Silver  Pish.  Plies. 

Cockroaches.  Moths.  Poxes.  Wood-boring  Beetles. 

Rabbits. 

Apart  from  advice  on  how  to  deal  with  these  pests, 
supplies  of  insecticide  are  available  from  the  Department  on 
repayment  to  enable  householders  and  other  persons  to  deal  with  them. 

One  partioul.arly  had  case  of  infestation  with  the  Common 
Purnitixre  Beetle  occurred  at  a large  shop.  The  building  contained 
a considerable  amount  of  timber  and  very  extensive  repairs  were 
required  to  remed;;^  the  condition.  There  appears  to  be  no  doubt  that 
timber  infestations  of  this  type  are  on  the  increase,  among  the 
causes  of  infestions  of  this  type  being  the  use  of  infested  wood 
including  timber  from  demolished  houses  and  infested  furniture. 

As  far  as  possible,  -oonds,  ditches  and  watercourses  in 
the  area  are  kept  under  observation  in  connection  with  mosquito 
control o 

At  the  request  of  the  County  Education  Authorities,  the 
Department  carried  out  the  treatment  of  school  kitchens  with  a 
residual  insecticide  with  a view  to  controlling  flies  and  other 
insects. 


The  Health  Committee  considered  the  charges  which 
should  be  made  in  respect  of  the  destruction  of  wasps  nests  and, 
in  view  of  the  considerable  amount  of  time  and  effort  which  this 
had  involved  in  previous  years,  it  was  decided  to  raise  the  charge 
per  nest  from  fi.ve  to  ten  shillings. 

During  the  year,  the  whole  of  the  Coxmty  of  Hampshire 
was  designated  a Rabbit  Clearance  Area.  An  infestation  of  rabbits 
did  occur  at  the  Council’s  Cemetery  in  Ship  Lane.  Bvirrows  were 
gassed  with  effective  results  and  observation  has  since  been 
kept  to  prevent  a recurrence. 
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(i)  Bed  Bugs. 

Poiu*  properties,  totalling  eight  rooms,  were  disinfested 
for  this  pest  during  the  year.  This  figure  includes  unfit  dwelling- 
houses  which  were  treated  when  the  occupants  were  rehoused  by  the 
Council . 


The  treatment  of  infested  premises  consists  of 
spraying  with  liquid  insecticide,  incorporating  D.D.T.  or  Benzene 
Heiachloride. 


(ii)  Earwig  Infestation  - 

Council  Housing  Estates. 

Earwigs  which  have  caused  so  much  trouble  at  some  of 
our  new  housing  estates  during  previous  years  are  now  under 
control  i9,nd  there  have  been  no  reported  incidents  of  any 
consequence . 

12.  DISINFECTION  WORK. 

Sixteen  properties  were  visited  for  the  disinfection 
or  disinfestation  of  rooms.  Material  which  requires  steam 
disinfection  is  taken  to  the  Northfield  Hospital,  Aldershot, 
for  treatment  \mder  arrangements  made  with  the  Parnham  Hospital 
Management  Committee. 

13.  MOVEABLE  DWELLINGS. 


The  demand  for  caravan  sites  continued  and  the 
privately  owned  site  in  Prospect  Road,  which  has  been  in  use 
since  1950) was  fully  occupied.  At  the  end  of  the  year  this 
site  was  disposed  of  for  building  purposes  and,  although  the 
site  remained  in  use,  no  further  caravans  were  permitted  by 
the  owner  to  go  on  to  the  site.  Proposals  were  submitted  for 
a new  site  at  Hawley  but  the  position  will  be  difficult  until 
this  project  is  completed.

At  the  request  of  the  Urban  District  Councils 
Association,  the  occupiers  of  caravans  in  the  district  were 
circ\ilated  with  a questionnaire  asking  their  reasons  for 
living  in  caravans.  The  analysis  of  the  replies  showed  that 
53.6^  of  the  residents  were  living  in  caravans  due  to  the 
housing  shortage,  39*3^  preferred  to  live  in  a caravan,  while 
7.1^  were  using  a caravan  because  their  residence  here  was  only 
temporary. 


In  addition  to  the  residential  site,  there  are  four 
sites  principally  used  in  connection  with  travelling  shows. 
These  are  keot  under  regular  observation.  One  of  these  sites 
situated  in  the  centre  of  a built  up  area  of  South 
Parnborough,  was  purchased  by  the  Council  for  use  as  a 
building  site  to  erect  flats  for  old  people.  The  caravans 
were  removed  from  the  site  d\iring  the  year. 
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The  occupier  of  the  tinlicenced  bus  body  placed  on  a 
site  without  a licence,  which  I referred  to  in  my  report  for  1954, 
carried  out  certain  improvements  to  the  site  and,  on  the  under- 
standing that  it  would  only  be  used  for  a short  period  pending 
him  acquiring  permanent  living  accommodation,  a licence  was 
granted*

The  Department  carried  out  the  supervision  of  the 
catering  and  public  health  arrangements  during  the  display  of  the 
Society  of  British  Aircraft  Constructors.  Yo^ir  inspectors 
carried  out  daily  supervision  of  the  food  preparing  establishments, 
refuse  collection  and  removal,  and  sanitary  arrangements  on  the 
airfield.  In  this  connection  satisfactory  co-operation  was 
obtained  from  the  Society  and  the  contractors  operating  the 
catering  establishments. 

SECTION  D. 

HOUSING. 


There  is  still  a keen  demand  for  housing  accommodation 
in  the  district  but  good  progress  is  being  made  with  the  provision 
of  new  houses.  Although  there  was  a large  decrease  in  the  nxomber 
of  houses  erected  by  the  Council  during  the  year  the  number  of 
houses  erected  by  private  enterprise  again  increased.  Apart 
from  development  on  existing  sites,  several  new  estates  were 
commenced  or  obtained  planning  permission  during  the  year  and  it 
would  appear  that  there  will  be  an  even  greater  increase  in  the 
number  of  houses  built  by  private  enterprise  during  the  next 
few  years.

Inspection  and  Repair  of  Houses. 

It  was  hoped  that  the  Housing,  Repairs  and  Rents  Act, 
which  came  into  operation  in  1954)  would  bring  about  the  much 
needed  repair  of  existing  rent  controlled  houses  and  so  check  the 
rapid  deterioration  which  has  taken  place  during  and  since  the 
war.

The  results  have  been  disappointing.  The  high  cost  of 
building  repair  work  and  the  difficulty  in  getting  this  class  of 
work  carried  out  being  chiefly  responsible. 

During  the  year,  one  himdred  and  eighty  seven  houses 
were  inspected  and  seventy  repaired,  involving  eight  hundred  and 
eighty  four  visits  of  inspection. 

Particulars  of  housing  inspections  and  repair  work 
carried  out  are  given  in  Appendices  "A”  and  "B”. 

Programme  of  Unfit  Houses. 

In  accordance  with  the  requirements  of  the  Housing, 
Repairs  and  Rents  Act,  a list  of  unfit  houses  requiring  attention 
was  submitted  to  the  Health  Committee  and,  after  approval  by  the 
Coxancil,  the  necessary  return  was  made  to  the  Ministry  of  Housing 
and  Local  Government. 
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The  programme  comprised  seventy  houses  which  it  is 
proposed  to  deal  with  during  the  next  four  years.

More  interest  was  shown  in  this  scheme  hy  owners  of 
properties,  although  only  ten  applications  were  made,  all  hy 
owner/occupiers.  Of  these  applications,  six  were  approved,  one 
was  refused,  while  the  remaining  three  were  still  under  consider- 
ation at  the  end  of  the  period.  There  was  evidence,  however, 
that  interest  was  increasing  towards  the  close  of  1955* 

Overcrowding . 

At  the  beginning  of  the  year  there  were  three  cases 
of  overcrowding  on  the  register.  Two  further  cases  were  added 
leaving  five  outstanding  at  the  end  of  the  year. 

SECTION  E. 

INSPECTION  AND  SUPERVISION  OF  FOOD. 

The  duties  of  the  Department  under  this  heading 
include  the  inspection  for  evidence  of  disease  and  fitness  for 
human  consumption  of  all  animals  killed  at  the  slaughterhouses, 
the  examination  as  may  he  necessary  of  all  other  foods  sold  in 
the  district,  and  the  supervision  of  food  premises  and  food 
vehicles  to  ensure  that  food  is  stored,  prepared  and  sold  under 
clean  and  hygenic  conditions.  In  conjunction  wi'^h  this 
inspection  work,  samples  of  food  and  milk  and  food  utensils  are 
regularly  taken  and  submitted  for  bacteriological  examination. 

This  food  inspection  work  is  a big  task.  It  is 
dealt  with  below  under  its  different  headings. 

(a)  THE  MILK  SUPPLY. 

There  is  one  dairy  and  twenty-eight  distributors 
of  milk  on  the  register,  and  the  supervision  of  these  premises 
and  milk  supply  was  maintained. 

All  milk  sold  in  the  Parnborough  district  is 
designated,  being  either  Tuberculin  Tested,  Pasteurised  or 
Sterilised. 

There  is  one  dairy  in  which  milk  is  paste\irised. 

This  has  been  well  maintained  and  samples  to  check  the 
efficiency  of  the  process  were  taken  at  frequent  intervals. 
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This  plant  is  supervised  by  your  Coimcil  on  behalf  of  the  County 
Council.  This  arrangement  has  worked  satisfactorily.

(b)  MEAT  AND  OTHER  FOODS. 

Slaughterhouses. 

Improvements  were  carried  out  at  one  slaughterhouse 
in  the  district  following  which  the  Council  licenced  the  premises. 
At  the  other  slaughterhouse  the  necessary  improvements  had  not 
been  completed  at  the  end  of  the  year. 

A large  amount  of  killing  was  carried  out  at  one  of 
our  slaiighterhouses.  Much  of  this  sla\ightering  was  done  dviring 
the  evenings,  nights  and  week-ends,  including  Bank  Holidays, 
which  placed  a very  heavy  burden  on  the  inspectorial  staff. 

Meat  Inspection. 

A regular  system  of  meat  inspection  is  carried  out  in 
accordance  with  recommendations  laid  down  in  Memo. 3*  (Meat). 

Seven  hundred  and  eighty  eight  visits  were  made  by  the  inspectors 
for  the  purpose  of  meat  inspection.  Seven  thousand,  fo\ar  hundred 
and  seventy-nine  animals  were  killed  and  inspected.  100^  meat 
inspection  was  maintained.

It  will  be  seen  that  five  htindred  and  eighty-eight  cows 
were  killed  at  the  Peabody  Road  slaughterhouse  during  the  year. 

The  percentage  of  cows  affected  with  tuberculosis  was  24*6^  compared 
with  34*5^  in  1954»  Pour  cows  were  foxmd  to  have  lesions  in  the 
udder .

Swine  Pever. 


Six  cases  of  suspected  swine  fever  were  found  in  pigs 
at  the  slaughterhouses  during  the  year.  These  cases  were  notified 
to  the  police,  who  are  the  responsible  authority  under  the  Diseases 
of  Animals  Act.  The  disease  was  confirmed  by  the  Ministry  of 
AgricTilture,  Pisheries  and  Food;  the  carcases  and  offal  were 
destroyed  by  burning.

All  cattle  are  inspected  for  the  presence  of  this 
parasite  and  the  table  on  page  30 gives  details  of  its  incidence 
in  Parnbo"'ough  since  1949*  Carcases  so  affected  have  either  to 
be  condemned  or  subjected  to  refrigeration  for  a period  of  not 
less  than  two  weeks  at  a temperature  not  exceeding  14^P  or  not 
less  than  three  weeks  at  a temperature  not  exceeding  20°P.

Meat  condemned  at  the  slaughterhouses  is  mutilated  and 
treated  with  a vegetable  dye  by  the  inspectors.  It  is  then  collected 
for  manufacture  into  fertilizers.  Each  item  of  meat  and  offal 
condemned  is  entered  on  a certificate  of  surrender  which  is  signed 
by  the  owner  of  the  slaughterhouse.  The  contractors  also  certify 
that  they  will  dispose  of  the  meat  for  manufacture  into  fertilizers.

Several  cases  occurred  of  wrapped  proprietary  foods, 
notably  confectionery,  being  infested  with  larvae  of  insects.  In 
one  case,  v^rhich  was  brought  to  oixr  notice  hy  the  proprietor  of  the 
shop  concerned,  it  was  necessary  to  condemn  a large  quantity  of 
confectionery.

(c)  SUPERVISION  OF  FOOD  PREMISES. 

As  much  time  as  possible  was  given  to  this  important 

work. 


Our  food  premises  are  gradually  being  improved.  These 
varied  from  major  improvements  to  smaller,  but  no  less  important 
matters,  such  as  the  provision  of  impervious  working  surfaces,  more 
efficient  hot  water  supplies  and  better  means  for  protecting  food 
against  contamination. 

’jVhilst  these  improvements  are  not  an  end  in  themselves 
and  do  not  guarantee  safe  food,  they  do  make  it  easier  to  be  clean 
and  encourage  cleanliness. 

Every  opportunity  is  taken  to  point  out  the  importance 
of  clean  habits  to  food  handlers,  this  being  the  most  important 
matter  of  all  in  ensuring  safe  food,  it  is  also  the  most  difficult 
to  control.  I wish  it  could  be  arranged  for  all  people  entering 
the  food  trade  to  attend  a few  lectures  on  the  importance  of 
cleanliness  in  food  handling.  It  would  go  far  to  solving  many  of 
our  troubles.  In  my  opinion,  such  training  should  be  compulsory, 
bearing  in  mind  that  a person,  perhaps  through  lack  of  knowledge, 
can  be  a danger  to  other  people.

Members  of  the  Guild  took  part  in  outings  to  a large 
bakery  at  Eastleigh  and  to  a prominent  firm  of  food  manufacturers 
at  Hayes.  These  visits  were  very  interesting  and  most  instmactive. 

PUBLIC  HEALTH  EDUCATION  AHD  PUBLICITY. 

This  took  the  form  of  the  distribution  of  literatxire, 
which  is  always  available  from  the  Department.  The  Librarian 
co-operated  and  literatxire  is  available  in  the  Public  Library 
and  the  Housing  Manager  assists  with  its  distribution  from  the 
Enquiry  Office  of  his  Department. 

Two  sets  of  hoardings, situated  in  prominent  positions 
in  the  district,  are  kept  posted  with  publicity  material  dealing 
with  different  aspects  of  public  health  work. 

The  Chief  Sanitary  Inspector  gave  a number  of  talks 
to  organisations  on  food  hygiene,  clean  air  and  other  public 
health  subjects.
